KILLED IN AUTO CRASH 


University City Youth Loses 
Life Near Columbia, Mo.— 
Three With Him Hurt.

COLUMBIA, Mo., Nov. 12.—wWil- 
lard McElree, 21-year-old sopho- 
more in the College of Engineering

last August. 


Of seven companies of Illinois ‘' 


National Guard, on duty since Sept. 
18, to pretect members of the 
United Mine Workers who are dig- 
ging coal despite the strike, only 
one company—66 .men and three 
officers—still is mobilized and the 
report is current here that they are 
to be sent home today or tomor- 
row. 

Protection of the working miners 
then will be up to Sheriff Charles 
Weineke, who has appointed 100 
special députies to patrol all roads 
leading to the mines and to gee that 
any picketing that ig done ia con- 
ducted peacefully. 

Progressives have ahdvennaed that}: 
when the soldiers leave they wil! 
resume the picketing they stoppe 
after one Of their members. # 
killed by a non-dommissioned offt- 
cer last month and will “strike vig- 
orously,” as they phrase it, against 
operation of the four Peabody Coal 
Co. mines here. 

Strikers Closed Mines Once. 

“When a group of miners who de- 
clined to accept the new $5 wage 
scale, announced last August that 
they would march on Taylorville 
and picket the mines which still 
were operating there, Sheriff Wein- 
eke announced to newspapers that 
he had deputized 1500 men to keep 
the pickets from entering Franklin 
County. The night before the 
strikers were to march, however, 
he withdrew the special deputies. 
who actually number about 250, 
the pickets swarmed in and the 
mines closed. . 


The 100 deputies recently ap- 
pointed, who will take over wher 
fhe last troops depart, are mem- 
bers of the United Mine’ Workers. 
They have been provided with au- 
tomobiles and will patrol in four- 
hour shifts. 

With the officialdom of wuni- 
formed soldiers removed and the 
guards, townspeople who are 
known to be strikers instead of 
strangers with rifles, bayonets and 
tear gas, Observers in Taylorville 
expect trouble. * 

A Fight Betwecn Unions. 

The Taylorville coal fight is a 
union affair. Representatives - of 
the Progressive Miners of America 
have accepted in other sections of 
the staté, the $5 wage scale that 
caused the August strike. They 
are willing to accept it here, if the 
Peabody Coal Co. will sign a con- 
tract with their union. 

The coal company has refused to 
sign a contract, asserting that this 
would invalidate the contract al- 
ready signed with the United Mine 
Workers. Should they sign with 


the Progressive union, company of-|, 


ficials assert, members. of the, Unit- 
ed organization would immediately 
strike. 

So, if a Progressive wants to dig 
coal for the Peabody company, he 
must rejoin the United and then 
apply for work. At Taylorville, 
according to W. Cc. Argust, division 
superintendent of the ,company, 
there are about 1000 jobs open, but 
under the terms of the existing 
contract can only be filled by mem- 
bers of the United Mine Workers 
of America.

—President Herbert Hoover arrivea 
here ‘tonight to see the Colorado 
River flow for its last night over 
the spot on which will -rise:.the 
$165,000,000 Hoover dam, named in 
his honor. ) 

Tomorrow morning the river will 
be turned aside’ from its bed and 
divérted through a tunnel in its 


canyon wall, so that excavation 
work may be started for the dam. 


Under the flood lights of hun-}- 


dreds of electroliers made from 
dishpans, providing the illumina- 
tion for night work in the mile-deep 
canyon, the President inspected the 
construction. 

The Chief Executive was wel- 
comed by Chief Engineer R. F. 
Walter of the Reclamation Serv- 
ice, Walker R. Young, Reclama- 
tion Service Construction Engineer 
of the project, and engineers and 
officers of the Six Companies, gen- 
eral contractors of the project. 

After the greetings and inspec- 
tion of quarters, the presidential 
party. drove in automobiles down 
the steep canyon roads to the river 
pote eight mileg from the town 
site, 

There, under the _ floodlights, 
where the yawning holes of the 
fotr diversion tunnels, each 50 feet 
in diaméter, two on each side of 
the river, that will divert its flow 
during the building of the dam.

BUSINESS MEN SEEK 
TRANSIT PLAN ACTION 


Downtown Group Will Meet 
With Representatives of P. 


S. Co. Security Holders.  pim& together in 


Early action by the city on local 
transportation is being sought by 
a group of downtown business men- 
who met recently to discuss ways 
and means. 


The next step is to be a meeting 
Tuesday of the business group with 
representatives of the security 
holders 6f the Public Service Co.. 
the corporation operating the street 
cars and ycilow busses. This is to 
be followed, according to present 
plans, by a meeting Thursday of 
the city’s Joint Transportation 
Committee at which the views of 
the downtown group will be pre- 
sented by a selected delegation. 

The fact that the city’s com- 
mittee has been inactive for sev- 
eral months is said to have promvt- 
ed the business men in the present 
movemént. A report of a subconmi- 
mittee made to the city’s Trans- 
portation Committee on Aug. 19 
recommending that city purchase 
of the street railways and busses 
should be considered only on the 
basis of $25,000,000 as a maximuni 
price, has not been acted on. 

For Municipal Ownership. 

The Board pt Aldermen had 
earlier approved the policy, of 
municipal ownership with noti-po- 
litical operation, and had creatcd 
the Joint Committee to work out 
a practicable plan. Because public 
ownership probably would involve 
purchase of some of the existing 
transit facilities, a comittee re- 
presenting security holders of the 
Public Service Co., and its bankers, 
was appointed to confer with the 
city group. The city subcommittce 
recommended rejection of a pur- 
chase plan sponsored by the com- 
pany group; , 

In general discussions the busi- 
ness men have revived talk of a 
downtown subway. The possibility 
of obtaining a loan from the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation 
for construction has been sugest- 
ed. The reduced cost of construc- 
tion at this time also has been 
mentioned. 

A subway, as thought of in cur- 
rent discussions, would extend un- 
der Olive street from Nineteenth 
street to about Eighth, with later- 
als north to Washington avenue 
and south to Market or Walnut 
street and extensions eastward 
emerging east of Third street to 
complete the loop. 

In general, the subway idea was 
disapproved by R. F. Kelker Jr., 
consulting engineer, in a report to 
the city’s Transportation Survey 
Commission in 1930, on the ground 
that the volume of traffic was not 
sufficient to make it pay its way.

“The one who shot,’ she said, 
“had a rather fat face and wore a 
tan topcoat. The other was thin 
and had on a dark suit. They were 
not masked.” 

Diedrich Rixman, lumberman, 
and a director of the bank, who 
was in the back of the bank 
transacting business with Edwin 
Breuer, clerk, at the time of the 
robbery, said the shot probably 
was fired either thfough careless- 
ness or excitement. Miss Beck- 
meyer said she had heard no de- 
inand for money. 

Sheriff Kohlmeyer of Washing- 
ton County was summoned from 
Nashville and attempted to trace 
the car.

Ballard’s Daughter Gets 
Four Persian Animal Rugs 


Mrs. Nellie Ballard White Describes Sixteenth 
Century Carpets as Her 
“First Great Find.” 


With the acquisition of . four 
priceless Persian animal carpets, 
Nellie Ballard White knows just 
what it was that spurred her fath- 
er, the late James F. Ballard, to 
travel 600,000 miles, into 42, coun- 
tries, in search of the masterpieces 
of the ancient Orient. 

Before his death last year, Mr. 


Ballard had given his daughter 64 
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of his finest rugs, just as he gave 
the St. Louis Art Museum a col- 
lection valued at $250,000 — de- 
scribed by the curator as “the fin- 
est gift it ever received’’—and an- 
other collection, worth $440,000, to 
the Metropolitan Museum in New 
York described by the directors 
as its “most important and gen- 
erous gift by a nonresident of New 
York.” 

Mrs. White, a collector now in 
her own right, describes her new 
sixteenth century Persians as her 
“first great find.” Discussing them 
with a reporter and her husband, 
David B. White, yesterday at her 
home, 7152 Maryland avenue, she 


jsaid she knew of only one other 


private collector in this country 
who has one of these _ rarities. 
White thought there was one in the 
Metropolitan, and Mrs. White add- 
ed that the best known representa- 
tion of this extremely rare type ‘is 
in a museum in Vienna. 

“IT never expected to find one,” 
she declared. “People know the 
value of these animal.rugs, and 
never part with them. And to 
think that I got these so soon!”’ 


Just Idke Her Father. 

And the way she got them was 
reminiscent of her father’s first ac- 
quisition. It was the green of a 
lost weaver’s dye, catching his eye 
27 years ago as he passed a Fourth 
avenue shop in New York, that got 
him “into all the trouble,” as he 
used smilingly to remark. He 
couldn't resist buying that rug, nor 
ahy other—just so it be the very 
fingst of its type—for 26 adventur- 
ous years. Once he wanted a rug 
for 20 years before he'd pay the 
price its owner asked. 

Mrs. White's attention was 
caught by the sight of an unusual 
bag in a shop-window in the Rue 
Lafayette in Paris last September. 
Inside, she glanced around casual- 
ly at the usual display of art ob- 
jects, and then, not a bit casually, 
at a rug of rare design, hung care- 
lessly as a portiere in the back of 
the shop. 

But, remembering all the loré 
imparted by her father, she passed 
it hastily by, and wandered about 
the shop. 

“Have you,” she askéd finally, 
“any textiles?” “How did- you 
know?’’ asked the dealer, and she 
assured him disarmingly that she 
didn't suspect it. He led her into 
another room, and began hauling 
his real treasures out of a vault. 

How She Obtained Rags. 

She was impressively uninter- 
ested. “Have you any with de- 
signs that show ‘cyprea&ses, figures 
of animals, or hunters?” she 
asked. The dealer lifted his hands. 
“You're asking for the rarest thing 
in textiles,” he said. “But per- 
haps I could arrange it.” 

In time he introduced her 
the home of a French 
which had cherished some 
ciqns animal carpets as heirlooms 
fof 150 years. The late husband 
of the Frenchwoman she met there 
had been a well-known sculptor, 
with several pieces in the Louvre. 

Here she obtained two rugs, and 
from another French family, met 
through them, two others. As 
with her father—or, for that mat- 
ter, any obred-in  collector—the 
price is a jealously guarded secret. 
But she keeps the rugs in a down-. 
town vault, removing them to her 
home for a few hours only when 
some favored acquaintance wants 
to see them. 

Infinite Variety of Colors. 

Of the two which she showed 
yesterday, one bears representa- 
tions of stag, doe and tiger. Its 
border is predominantly old tvory, 
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Purple,

long scrutiny, one discovers an al-

Wornier tenants of Fred Hottes, 
wealthy frugal owner of more than 
100 houses and flats in East St 
Louis, were questioned by police 
yesterday and last night in tho:r 
investigation of the murder of Hot- 
tes, who was found beaten to death 
Friday night in one of his vacart 
flats at 609 South Fourth street. 
Hottes was 72 years old. 

None of the former tenants was 
held, however, and police an- 
nounced, after 24 hours investiga- 
tion, that they thought the mur- 
der might have been the result of 


a mortgage foreclosure, might have 
been with intent to rob, or might 
have been committed by someone 
who was disgruntled over having 
been evicted. 

Concerning the last. possibility, 
they gaid they had learned Hotics 
evicted no one who made any pay- 
ments at all upon past due rent, 
and that he sometimes accepted 
work from tenants in lieu of cash. 
Hottes was widely known to carry 
only small amounts of money, the 
police said in discounting the pos- 
sibility that robbery was the mo- 
tive. 

Hottes, who left home Friday 
afternoon to show the flat at 509 
South Fourth street to a man who 
telephoned he was a prospective 
tenant, was. found dead there three 
hours later, his pockets turned in- 
side out. 

He had been beaten on the head 
with a rounded instrument which 
police think may have been a length 
of pipe. They found no weapon in 
the place, and a stained hammer 
which they Jviscovered late yester- 
day afternoon in a nearby shed, 
was marked only with grease. 

Funeral services for Hottes, who 
is survived by a son and two mar- 
ried daughters, will be held tomor- 
row afternoon at 2 o'clock at the 
Kurrus Undertaking Co., 2525 State 
street. Burial will take place in 
St. Clair Memorial Park.

J. W. Richardson Says Pay- 
ments Under Compensation 
Law Have Gone Up. 


A decrease in premiums and an 
increase in payments for losses un- 
der workmen's compensation insur- 
ance is the reason companies are 
asking for a 20 to 22 per cent in- 


Richardson of the National Coun- 
cil on Compensation Insurance said 
yesterday at a meeting of the 
Chamber of Commerce, 

The meeting was held by the In- 
surance Committee -of the Cham- 
ber to see what steps might be 
taken to prevent any additional 
cost to business. 

Richardson said that wherenrs 
comtpanies contemplate that ea J 
dollar received in premiums sha.) 
be divided 60 cents for losses and 
40 cents for expenses, including 
taxes, losses during 1930 and 1931 
had so increased that the premium 
dollar had to be divided on. the 
basis of 72 cents for losses to 28 
cents for expenses. He said the 
increase in rates was. necessary to 
prevent companies from operating 
at a loss next year. 

As a means of preventing in- 
creases in compensation insurance 
rates, Richardson said it would be 
necessary to provide that loss pay- 
ments would vary with wages or 
weekly earnings, instead of keep- 
ing payments on a fixed basis, as 
under the present law. 

He argued that the law had been 
more and more liberally interpret- 
ed until “workmen's compensation 
insurance has become partially un- 
employment and partially life in- 
surance.’’

STRONG ‘DEPARTMENT 
OF PEACE’ ADVOGATED 


Goodwill Congress Speakers for 
Equality of Statesmen 
With Fighters. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 12.—A strong- 
er American: State Department and 
foreign service was urged by two 
university professors today before 
the final session of the Internation- 
al Goodwill Congress. 

The meeting, at Columbia Uni- 
versity, was especially for students. 
The speakers were Henry Kittridge 
Norton, professor of economics at 
Yale, and Dewitt Clinton Poole, 
chairman of the advisory board of 
the school of public and interna- 
tional affairs, Princeton. 

“Until we are ready to treat our 
Department of State, the peace de- 
partment of our Government, on 
the same footing as the war-mak- 
ing departments,” said Prof. Nor- 
ton, “until we give the same con- 
sideration to our statesmen that we 
readily accord our Generals and 
Admirals, to say nothing of our 
financiers, we are not prepared to 
turn the corner which marks the 
parting of the ways between the 
world of force and destruction, and 
the world of reason and justice.” 

After asserting that larger ap- 
propriations are needed for the De- 
partment of State, Dr. Poole told 
the meeting that “the Federal De- 
partment of Commerce, which is 
not vital fo our existence as a na- 
tion, has during the last 25 years 
been brought to a high measure of 
efficiency because the organized 
business interests of the country 
went to Washington and insisted 
upon it.” 

“We sall get a highly efficient 
department of peace, as the State 
Department is rightly called,” he 
continued, “and helpful activity by 
the United States in world affairs, 
as soon as you who are interested 
in foreign affairs and in peace in- 
sist upon it at Washington in 
quite definite ways.” 

Poole suggested the creation of 
a planning division, or advisory 
board, in the State Department, 
which, he said, could bring the 
State Department into “a much 
broader direct contact with the 
public” and “could give the in- 
creasing problems of our foreign 
relations undisturbed and continu- 
ous study.” 

A recommendation that this 
country determine in advance what 
action should be taken in case 
the League of Nations and the 
United States accept the Lytton 
report on Manchuria, but Japan 
rejects it, was changed to read that 
“serious consideration” should be 
given the League’s f&ction, with 
the hope that it would “suffice to 
settle the lamentable dispute be- 
tween China and Japan in a way 
that will be accepted by the two 
countries immediately concerned 
and by the public opinion of the 
world.” 

Other recommendations favored 
this country’s membership in the 
League of Nations and the Per. 
manent Court of International Jus- 
tice; reconsideration of the war 
debt question; an immediate one-

St. Joseph: Attorney Was Mis- 
souri Committee Chairman 
In 1928 Campaign. 


By the Associated Press. 
ST. JOSEPH, Mo., Nov. 12.—B. 
G. Voorhees, fermer chairman of 


the Republican State Committee, 
died this morning at his home fol- 
Jewing an illness of two months. 
Bronchia: pneumonia was given as 
the cause of death. 

Voorhees directed the Hoover 
and Caulfield Missouri campaigns 
in 1928, as State chairman, and for 
years previously had been active in 
State politics. He retired from poli- 
tics in 1930 after electing his per- 
sonal friend, John Schuder, Mayor | 
of St. Joseph. 

Voorhees was a lawyer, junior 
member of the firm of Culver, 
Phillip & Voorhees. He was a na- 
tive of Leavenworth, Kan. He came 
to St. Joseph in 1902 as a reporter 
for the News-Press. Ten years 
later he fcersook journalism for 
law. Surviving are his widow and 
three children. 

Voorhees had been’ in failing 
health since the 1928 campaign and 
it was chiefly because of his health 
he retired from active politics two 
years ago. 

The career of Voorhees in poli- 
tics grew out of his newspaper 
connections. He was active locally 
in the Bull Moose movement of 
1912. In 1820 he was one of a 
band c? 12 State leaders who set 
out, styled as housecleaners, to 
take away the State Republican or- 
ganization from National Commit- 
teeman Jacob Babler and his fol- 
lowers. Voorhees was an ardent 
supporter of Arthur M. Hyde for 
the nomination for Governor that 
year, and worked for his election. 
He was one of the chief generals 
in the campaign to elect Sam 


Baker.

The Valley association, 
representing shippers and - water- 
way organizations throughout the 
Middle West, will present its reply 
beginning Wednesday at the Palm-

A brief by Cleveland A. Newton, 
general counsel of the association 
and former leader of the river ahd 
harbor bloc in Congress, is to be 
followed by the statements of 
transportation experts and the 
first-hand testimony of dozens of 
shippers, from the Twin Cities to 
the Gulf Coast and from Pitts- 
burgh to Omaha. 

Congressman Joseph B. Shan- 
non, chairman of the committee, 
is one of three Missouri Congress-

Leonid “Shooting Stars” Failed to Appear in 


1899 After Regular Historical Appéar- 
| ance Since Tenth Century. ; 
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| A possibility of the most spec- 
| tacular meteor showers in 66 years 
will send astronomers to their tel- 
escopes and will keép curious ob- 
servers awake until early hours 
this week when the earth is sched- 
uled to pass through the main 


J. Wesley Simpson, Webster 
Groves astronomer, will begin 
.vigils for the strayed “shooting 
stars” tomorrow night. He ex- 
pects the display, regardless of its 
brilliance, to reach its maximum 
Wednesday night and early Thurs- 
day morning. 

The Leonid meteor, known his- 
torically since the tenth century, 
recurred profusely at 33-year in- 
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tervals until 1899, when they ap- 
peared in no, greater ‘numbers 
than in their annual November 
visits. Puzzled scientists who had 


observing -an unusual. display 
ascribed the meteors’ dereliction 
to a possibility that they had been 
switched from their course by 
proximity of the planets Jupiter 
and Saturn. 

Now, with the end of another 
33-year period this week, the ques- 
tion is whether the meteors wNl 


or whether they have been perma- 
nently switched from their track. 


With the stage set and the au- | 
dience ready in 1899, the surpris- 
ing failure of the Leonids to keep 
their? appointed rendezvous con- 
siderably shook public faith’ in as- 
tronomy. In consequence, astron- 
omers this year are keyed to keen 
expectancy. Another phenomenon 
which will be watched for eagerly 
is the “lost comet of 1866,” known 
as Tempel’s comet, which appeared 
with the great Leonid display of 
that year. The comet will ‘not 
likely be visible to the naked eye. 


With clear skies, St. Louisans 
should .be able to get an excellent } 
view of the Leonids early. Tuesday, 
Wednesday and Thursday morn- 
ings. If the main swarm reap- 
pears, the spectacle, it is anticipat- 
ed, will be one of the most mag- 
nificent to be seen in the heavens 
by this generation. Otherwise, 
there will be simply an interestiing 
display of “shooting stars,” ap- 
pearing perhaps as often as once a 
minute, as was the case last year. 
If the big show comes: on, as-| 
tronomers hope for “a rain of 
fire,” as in 1866, or a fall of me- 
teors “thick as snowflakes,’ as in 
1833. In 1833 one observer re- 
ported 650 meteors in 15 minutes 
and their light aroused many per- 
sons from sleep. Astronomers hope 
for the appearance of large fire- 
balls, which may seem as though 
loosed from Roman candles and 
which may hang suspended in the 
sky for several minutes. 


The Leonid meteors, so-called 
because they seem to radiate from 
the constellation Leo, are white or 
bluish-white and leave vivid and 
persistent trails. 
There is nothing to fear from the 
Leonid shower, even if it should 
prove to be a spectacular one. Au- 
therticated cases of persons being 
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struck by meteorites are few. A

ROME, Nov. 12. 
HE atmosphere of the tenth anniver- 
T sary of Fascism was warm, vibrating, 
youthful, and charged with electricity. 

Ten years are so little in: history, but 
they are not so little in the steps of a 
revolutionary movement. In the time of 
revolution years count double,‘ as the 
years of a campaign do for soldiers, and 
sometimes they count triple, or even 10 
times, because events follow so closely 
on one another. 

Despite this, it igs obviously.a singular 
fact that this revolution did not destroy 
its own men. In the tenth anniversary 
of the march on Rome I had at my side 
the same men who accompanied me when 
I founded the ‘movement, and the mien 
who are with me, who are the hierarchy 
of the Government and the regime today, 
are the same men who executed the 
March on Rome. There is nothing in it, 
therefore, that is analogous to other rev- 
olutions. 

I know, both from my experience and 
from the form of history, how much rev- 
olutions and the exercise of power wear 
out men. It is, therefore, with great de- 
light that. looking about me I see the 
same faces to me very dear of my faith- 
ful followers of other days. At the same 
time, I see right in front of me the less 
familiar but no less devoted faces of the 
young generation which is: now grow- 
ing up about me.

tations can, testify to their étintenae as 
immutable faet. - More than 500,000 citi- 
zens, mostly workers, asked to be mem- 
bers of the National Fascist party. 

I have seen. our material accomplish- 
ments referred to as the “modern politi- 
cal miracle,” in that we have been able 
to keep our country in full economic func- 
tioning while all the rest are buried in 
the despondent feeling of the world de- 
pression. 

But we have been able to do more than 
that. Not alone have we kept the coun- 
try going. We have built it up -material- 
ly so that those who saw it 10 years 
ago would hardly recognize it today. 

The miracle, however, does not consist 
of these things, for I have found it hard 
to associate material facts with miracles. 
If miracle there has been, it has been 
that moulding and welding of the Italian 
people into one consolidated whole and 
with a spirit that knows how to meet the 
present and future with great certainty 
in its destiny. 

For the 50 years since we had had 
political and administrative unity in Italy 
we had not reached complete spiritual 
unity of our people. Today that unity is 
complete. We can say today that we are 
one people. Our interests in part are 
merged with the interests of the whole, 
and from the north to south, in the is- 
lands and in the colonies, the tricolor 
lives in the hearts and souls of all Italians. 


Pride of Nation. 


Invasions, climate, and various immi- . 


‘grations had ‘made the Italians &° some-~ 
what regionally differentiated people. Oth- 
er countries present the same phenome- 
non, but. more markedly. Long years of 
foreigfi rule, too, had bred in certain re- 
gions hatred of rule. Whatever rule there 
had been was foreign to their nature. 
They, therefore, detested all police be- 
cause they were tee police of a foreign 
overlord. 

During the 50 years since our simple 
political and administrative unity these 
firmly implanted sentiments had not been 
uprooted, even though from that time on 
the police had been Italian. The old feel- 
ing that the police were constantly against 
the people still existed.in the people's 
mind. 


Only since the 10 years of Fascist rule 
have the people been brought back to the 
realization that the police are their po- 
liee, organized for their protection and 
well-being. 

Race Consciousness. 

I; myself, in open parliament called my- 
self chief of police in my capacity as Min- 
ister of the Interior. This fact itself is 


somewhat important, but ‘still more im- 
namely that 


that they belong to a great race and a 
great nation which is not alone ge0- 


graphically united but also 
aspirations. 

Fascism has fused the interests of par- 
ticular groups intd the great interest of 
the whole. This fusion has been both ver- 
tical, for the categories of production, and 
horizontal for the classes. 


Chaos of Party System. 

The Italians in 10 years of Fascist rule 
have also learned that a system of politi- 
cal parties only brought inaction ~ and 
chaos, while in a unified rule under one 
will the direction of the country enjoyed 
such progress as hitherto had only ex- 
isted in projects and hopes, 

Fascism, in this process of unification, 
also perfected united co-operation of the 
classes, industrial and agricultural. Their 
constant conflict spent fhe country’s pro- 
ducing power until the production of-use- 
ful commodities was reduced while the 
contending forces staged their battle, the 
country meanwhile, suffering from pov- 
erty, privation and hardship. 

We have brought these forces together 
and to the understanding that their wel-: 
fare and the welfare of the people is in- 
divisible and whole with the welfare and 
general interests of the country. 

Now this unity has been. further per- 
fected in all elements of the nation’s ac- 
tivities. We have further welded it: to- 
gether in the acts, sciences, education and 
recreation, the physical and social. struc- 
ture. Its material and spiritual poten- 
tialities are converged under ‘the guidance 
of Fascist emblems. It is a nation, not 
, #lone- united.in-the ordinary sense of po- 
litical unity, but a nation united in its 
entire soul. 

It is this soul of Italy that has been 
speaking and manifesting its unity with 
the regime in the celebrations which have 
taken place. 


Without Fascism. 


It is a nation alive with the Fascist 
idea and doctrine, and there is. nothing 
that can shake it from it. We have suc- 
cessfully inculcated it Into the very be- 
ing of the nation. There is but one na- 
tion and that nation is the Italian Fascist 


in race and in 


nation. 


In 10 years I have seen the consum- 
mation of this great accomplishment. 
Without Fascism we would have. been 
toiling in the terrible awfulness of con- 
flict, constant conflict between groups 
and politics, between capital and labor, 
between industry and agriculture, between 
urban and agricultural populations, be- 
tween north and south, or south and cen- 
tral, or central and north. 

Fascism has ynited them all in their 
very bodies and souls until now we find 
a cemented whole—lItaly, in which the

‘We have by this time abundant means of 
mining whether Hamilton was right or Jefferson 
was right. Time is the test of all things, and in 
the century and a half since these two men battled 
for supremacy the world has steadily democrat- 
ic, The king row is almost d . The inspi- 
ration of American democracy first spread to France. 
It has now conquered more than half’ the nations of 
Burope. Its latest conquest is Spain. It has given 
us the great German Republic. In Asia it has con- 
quered the oldest of all nations, China. Its ferment 
is working in India, in Egypt, upon the very isles 
of the sea. It will in time entirely depopulate the 
king row and remove the dictaters. Had democracy 
flowered early enough, there conceivably would not 
now be in the world a Mussolini or a Stalin. That 
is, the people of those countries would have had a

St. Louis, on the bank of the greatest stream in the 
country, never has taken full advantage of the water. 
Boys and occasional adults do swim in the Mississip- 
pi here, but indiscriminately and without safeguards. 
The bulk of the people seldom go near the river, much 
less in it. Of course, it is muddy, a fact which would 
keep away the more fastidious, but the Meramec, 
where thousands of St. Louiggns swim, frequently is 
muddy. Maurice J. Cassidy, secretary of the Building

needs group for the particular benefit of poorer peo- 
ple, who have no automobiles to go to the Meramec. 

It would not cost a large amount to start devélop- 
ment of a beach or two. The funds might come from 
the park and playground item of the 1923 bond issue, 
from municipal revenue or a loan from the Recon: 
struction Finance Corporation. Such a loan could 
be classed as a self-liquidating project, for a fee of a 
few cents for admission or use of swimming suits 
and towels would be \justifiable. Ropes, life guards 
and other precautions would assure safety, as at other 
Mississippi River cities having beaches. Wilaborate 
dressing rooms would not be necessary.

The die is cast for peace or war, not by peoples 
or parliaménts, rulers or diplomats or alliances, but 
by the munitions makers, those merchants of explo 
sives and steel who make their greatest profits when 
the most blood flows. Their activities include: fo- 
menting war scares and infliencing increased arma- 
ments and war-like policies; bribing government offi- 
clals, both at home and abroad; issuing false reports 
of various nations’ armament programs, to stimulate 
the arms races; influencing public opinion through 
control of newspapers; fixing prices among them- 
selves, to increase the cost of arms. These are no idle 
chafges, but the conclusions reached by a League of 
Nations commission in 1921. Since that date, they 
have been proved time after time, and even extended 
by such episodes asthe Shearer incident, in which 
American firms helped wreck the Géenéva arms con- 
ference of 1927. 

The arms trade knows no national borders; it sup 
plies weapons to friend or foe, wherever a profit may 
be turned. Krupp of Germany shrewdly armed both 
sides in the AustroGerman War of 1866. Vickers of 
England supplied machine guns and riflég to Boers 
and British in the South African War. French 3sol- 
diers, fighting Abd-el-Krim in Morocco in 1925, were 
shot down by French-made guns. German factories 
during the World War shipped war supplies through 
Switzerland to Italy and France, where they were 
used against German soldiers. By way of exchange, 
French chemicals went to Germany by the same 
route, and later their fumes strangled French sol- 
diers.. The Turks used British mines to blow up Brit- 
ish ships in the Dardanelles, and British guns to dect- 
mate the attackers of the strait. Only recently, 
Czecho-Slovakian mun'!tions firms were sending arms 


jt Hungary, their country’s bitterest enemy. And

while the League of Nations was straining itself to 
bring peace between Japan and China, its members 
were supplying both sides with munitions. 

Articles in the last two issues of the Living Age, 
reproducing pamphlets printed in -Englend and 
France, are devoted to exposing the armament in- 
dustry, with its intrigues, its international power and 
its work against world peace. It is a subject on 
which all too little has been written, but which must 
be explored if international good will is ever to have 
a firm basis. There exists a “real capitalist inter- 
national of cannon,” says the French writer. The 
British pamphleteer. points out that “whereas the in- 
terests of ordinaty men lie in peace and security, the 
interests of those who live by the sale of arms lie in 
fear, insecurity and, ultimately, in war.” Hence, they 
promote the fear of war, and have formed a “vast 
international armament trust” to increase sales. 

As Albin HB. Johnson pointed out in a recent Post- 
Dispatch article, it is the huge profits from arma- 
ments that inspire this organized traffic in death. 
Thus, a hedvy tank sells for $45,000, and a heavy 
mobile gun for $450,000, while experts estimate that 
they could be sold at a fair profit for $18,000 and

to take arms manufacture out of private hands. So 
far, the leading nations, driven by fear and jealousy, 
have been unable to agree on this step.

America Goes European 


Czecho-Slovakian writer finds our socio-political life tending to European lines; gives 
as examples growing centralization, heavier arms expenditures, higher taxes and 
unrest of masses; says military spirit is béing cultivated, and nationalism is 
waxing; sees economic development halted by decline of mass buying power.

Writing from Washington in the 
Prager Tagblatt shortly after President 
Masaryk of Czecho-Slovakia had spoken 
over the radio to the American people, 
Dr. Georg Kalousek amplified the 
President’s theory that the United 
States is becoming more like Europe: 


N HIS radio address to the American 

people in honor of George Washington, 
President Masaryk emphasized the connec- 
tions between the New and the Old World 
and pointed to the Europeanization of the 
one and the Americanization of the other. 
Europeanization is indeed the most striking 
aspect of socio-political life in America, if 
by Buropeanization one means the strong 
and costly hand of the state, with gréow- 
ing military expenditures, increasing taxa- 
tion, the unrest of the masses and recog- 
nition of the principle that the rich must 
care for the poor. America is approaching 
this “ideal.’’ 

The time has passed when Americans 
were hardly aware of their state and hardly 
noticed the functioning of their Govern- 
ment. The 1931 budget came to the amaz- 
ing sum of four billion dollars. There was a 
Treasury deficit, unprecedented in peace 
time, of two billions. What with unemploy- 
ment and the stagnation of big and little 


, business, it is difficult to get much more 


out of empty pockets. New Federal build- 
ings are shooting up in Washington like 
toadstools after rain. While Secretary of 
Commerce, President Hoover caused a De- 
partment of Commerce building the size of 
@ labyrinth to be built, but it is now stahd- 
ing half émpty.

During the Manchurian conflict, people had 
to sit back and watch the peace inatitu- 
tions, the-Kellogg pact and the League of 
Nations, beihg placed in a difficult posi- 
tion. The network of American capital in- 
vestments, which extends over the entire 
world, could easily be brékeh, and it must 
be protected. Therefore the navy is the 
chief concern of the administration. Péo- 
ple talk about steering clear of Europe, but 
they remain in contact with it. Eix-Secre- 
tary Mellon's negotiations in London are 
for the purpose of gaining support for 
America in England, since it was not forth. 
coming in Paris. 

Disarmament is the great aim of Ameri- 
can foréign policy. In this question, it rot 
only accompanies Europe but wishes to 
precede it, Armaments cost the United 
States more than any other nation. a\l- 
though there is né place for militarism, it 
cantiot be said that the military spirit is 
being neglected. The schools and 
many of the colleges have introduced mili- 
tary drill, for which the Governm 
vides the necéssary 
ons.

LTHOUGH the Democratic party must 

wait four months before it comés inio 
the full enjoyment of Tuesday's eléctoral 
triumph, the increased responsibilities which 
that triumph brings will confront the party 
at a much earlier date. The Democratic 
party must not ofAly begin at oncé the so- 
ber preparation to take over under the lead- 
ership of Franklin D. Roosevelt the conduct 
of the administrative agencies now entirely 
under Republican control, but it must also 
look forward at a much earlicr date to the 
assumption of a larger mecastire Of respon- 
sibility for legislation. 

The Congress which meets Dec. 5 will 
almost certainly find itself face to face 
with some of the great problems with which 
the Democratic party during the campaign 
has solemnly promised to deal. The old 
Congress will include a large number of 
larhe ducks, but few of them will sit on 
the Democratic side, and the Democratic 
party will almost inévitably have to assume 
initial responsibility for important mea- 
sures. The party is already in contro! of 
the House of Representatives. If it should 
}also come into control of the Senate, noth- 
ing excépt a Presidential veto will stand

bondholders, who filed the first of 
four receivership petitions against 
the road. The receivers were ap- 
pointed in a creditors’ suit brought 
subsequently. 

The motion asked to have strick- 


payments of principal or itnerest on 
equipment trust certificates. This 
portion of the order, it was stated, 
would have the effect of recogniz-’ 
ing the validity and priority of 
claims of certificate holders with- 
out a hearing of the issues raised 
as to them in the bondholders’ suit. 
The Gans suit asks that the certifi- 
cates be declared void. 

The motion stated that the bond- 
holders did not intend to waive 
thereby any other exception to the 
Court's order. Counsel for the two 
bondholders have consistently op- 
posed the appointment of J. M. 
Kurn, president of the road, as re- 
ceiver, and the naming of E. T. 
Miller, the railroad’s general coun- 
sel, as attorney for the receiver. 
John G. Lonsdale was recently 
appointed co-receiver with Kurn. 
Lawyers for the bondholders had 
contended that Kurn should not re- 
main sole receiver as their suit 
charged him, among others, with 
mismanagement resulting in the 
road’s present financial difficulties. 


went to Alfred E. Smith, then ma- 
jority leader of the Assembly, for 
advice. 

Smith was a Tammany man, but 
he told them that if they, were 
really sincere in their opposition 
to Sheehan they should remain 
away from the caucus, for if they 
attended they would be bound by 
the rule of the majority. From that 
advice, Roosevelt: gained the im- 
pression that whatever Smith's 
views might be he was a “square 
shooter.” 

Roosevelt and his little band of 
insurgents remained away from 
the caucus, and then began one of 
the biterest and longest political 
struggles ever waged on Capitol 
Hill. Tammany could not muster 
sufficient strength to elect Shee- 
han, and no persuasion, cajolery or 
threats could break the Roosevelt 
ranks. : 
The lawmakers’ nerves were 
growing ragged. To add to their 
discomfort a fire swept the Capitol 
and burned out their quarters, 
forcing them to meet in the 
cramped council chamber of city 
hall. 

Finally, after almost three 
months of wrangling the deadlock 
was broken, with a victory for the 
Roosevelt forces, “Blue Eyed Bil- 
ly” Sheehan lost the senatorship to 
Supreme Court Justice James A. 
O’Gorman. A few years later the 
election of United States Senators 
was taken out of the Legislature's 
hands and placed with the people. 
The fight against Sheehan pro- 
jected Roosevelt into the national 
picture-in his “freshman” year at 
Albany and instilled in him a desire 
for public service.

HINDENBURG’S FALL CAUSES 
GOSSIP BUT SLIGHT INJURY 


BERLIN, Nov. 12.—Unfamiliar- 
ity with his temporary abode in 
the Chancellior’s palace caused ven- 
erable President von Hindenburg 
to take a fall which recently stirred 
up discussion and gossip at the 
German capital and caused count- 
less inquiries. 

It was learned that, except for a 
blue mark on his skin, the fall left 
no trace and resulted in no inter- 
ruption of thé 85-year-old Presi- 
dent’s daily work or even his daily 
habits. 

A liaison officer who sees the 
President almost every day narrat- 
ed the story as follows: 

“at the Chancellor’s palace, the 
parquet floor is one step higher 
than the rather broad space under 
the windows. Hence, to open a 
window, one must go one step 
down. 

“The President, who has moved 
only recently from his palace, 
where thorough repairs are going 
on, to that of the Chancellor, was 
walking through one of the large 
rooms in the dusk, when for some 
reason or other he decided to step 


member the step down, hence 
slipped. He fell so fortunately, 
however, that nothing but a blue 
mark remained to tell the story. 

“For a moment the old gentle- 
man ripped out a few picturesque 
expressions from his military days, 
then he bethought himself of the 
humor of the situation and laughed 
heartily as his servant came rush- 
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against political. change has been 
steadily increased by expansion of 
the classified civil service. More 
than 2600 positions were trans- 
ferred in the last fiscal year, ‘for 
example, from the “excepted” lists 
into the civil service. §75,- 
000 Federal executive serv- 
ants (not including officials and 
employes of the legislative and ju- 
dicial branches), 467,000 are in the 
protected fold. The remaining 103,- 
000 are in the field open to the 
spoils system, but the turnover will 
not be anything approaching that 
number. In this class are tens of 
thousands of low-paid workéers— 
unskilled laborers, charwomen and 
the like. The tendency is to leave 
them undisturbed. There is also a 
considerable class of employes who 
are retained year after year for 
their special capabilities, despite 
political shifts. 

Case of Reed Smoot. 
With all the deductions, how- 
ever, the number of so-called pa- 
tronage jobs—jobs awarded for po- 
litical reasons—remains large. Jobs 
are the life-blood of any political 
organization. During his 30 years 
of service, Senator Reed Smoot, 
one of the distifiguished casualties 
of last Tuesday, has placed on the 
Government payroll a_ veritable 
\army of employes. He is credited 
with thousands, from high depart- 
ment officials to elevator boys 
working their way through college. 
We shall probably never see his 
like again. 
Smoot always comes to mind 
when one thinks of patronage, 
though he is but one of many act- 
ive and able dispensers. Of polit- 
ical necessity, nearly all Congress- 
men are to some degree in the 
same business, though it should be 
added that many of them find the 
filling of jobs both distasteful and 
politically hurtful, and would be 
glad to be rid of it. For every 
friend that a Congressman makes 
by giving a constituent a patronage 
job, he runs the risk of making 
half a dozen enemies. 
To get down to figures—probably 
20,000 jobs will change hands as a 
result of the change in adminis- 
trations. These include the 17,000 
presidential appointments, requir- 
ing confirmation by the Senate, 
and of this number 15,000 are post- 
masterships in the first three 
classes. The turnover among the 
postmasters will be gradual. Those 
who are presidential appointees are 
named for four years, and the 
terms of about one-fourth expire 
annually. 

Farley's Probable Job. 
It is because of the patronage 
features of the office that the 
Postmaster-Generalship, by imme- 
morial custom, is given to some 
outstanding practical politician. 


‘The incumbent is Walter F. Brown, 


reputedly the shrewdest politician 
in the Hoover Cabinet and the man 
generally believed to be slated for 
the place under Roosevelt is his 
campaign manager, National Chair- 
man Farley. 

In the 2000 other jobs at the 
disposal of the President, with tha 
concurrence of the Senate, are the 
big plums such as Cabinet posi- 
tions, ambassadorships, etc., to- 
gether with a wide variety of prizes 
ranging from assayers at the mints 
to Federal judgeships. 


, Numerous other jobs are . 
trolled by subordinates in Alea 
ecutive branch of the Government, 
and still others fall within the ju- 
dicial ward —- branches. The 
ngress will produce a 
wholesale turnover in clerkships 
and other positions directly under- 
control of Congress. Even there, 
however, an efficiency system pro- 
tects certain of the key workers re- 
gardiess of their politics.

The Drive for Beer. 
Bnough of jobs. What lies im- 
mediately:ahead? . For one thing, 
the December session of Congress 
will see a drive for immediate 
beer, and ’ predictions are being 
made by some of the Democratic 
leaders that it will succeed. Sena- 
tor Borah says that it will not. The 
writer ventures-no choice between 
the predictions at this time. This, 
however, is to be remembered: 
Hoover has not said what he would 
do with a beer bill, and Hoover 
will be the President till March 4. 
It is assumed, and here the as- 
sumption is on solid ground, that if 
the December session of Congress 
for any reason fails to give effect 
to the wet mandatés of the Demo- 
cratic platform, the new Congress 
will do so. The country has gone 
wet, and the new Congress, if not 
the old, will be guided by that rev- 
olutionary change in public opinion. 
The incoming President is 
pledged to the wet side both by his 
platform and his public speeches. 
But there still remain, with re- 
spect to the proposed modification 
of the Volstead Act, the chance of 
a judicial veto. When that modi- 
fication is voted, the Eighteenth 
Amendment will still be in effect. 
The améndment forbids the manu- 
facture and sale of “intoxicating’’ 
liquor. We do not know what the 
Supreme Court will say about 4 
per cent beer, or about 2.75 per 
cent beer, or whatever other per- 
centages Congress may vote. 
The wets say that the Supreme 
Court will not interfere with any 
reasonable congressional definition 
of an “intoxicating” liquor. Some of 
them say, with Mr. Dooley, that 
the Supreme Court follows the 
election returns. As to all this we 
shall see. 

Sales Tax Again. 

The effort to write a sales tax 
into the laws has been revived. 
John J. Raskob, an angel of the 
Democratic party, is out with the 
demand for “radical reductions in 
the high surtax, on incomes, and a 
general sales tax of one and one- 
half per cent if that is necessary 
temporarily to balance the budget.” 
William R. Hearst, one of the lead- 
ing journalistic supporters of the 
president-elect, has resumed his 
campaign for the sales tax. On the 
other hand, Senator Norris, who 
stumped the country for Roosevelt, 
is an ardent opponent of the sales 
tax. The Progressives in Congress 
generally, unless they have changed 
their minds in the last four months, 
are against it. The president-elect 
has not expressed himself on the 
ssue. 
The stage is set for an early trial 
of strength between two widely di- 
vergent elements in Mr. Roosevelt's 
support. Not only the result of the 
battle. but Mr. Roosevelt's part in 
it will be intensely interesting.

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oe Needs of Radio 


Baek of the scenes of ime radio 
campaign was floundering effort 
noteworthy for three great faults. 
All are probably due to the fact 
that the party headquarters did 
not see fit to recognize.or did not 
realize the peculiar demands of‘ ra- 
dio. These faults may be summar- 
ized as follows: 

Candidates and their spokesmen, 
except toward the end of the cam- 
|lpaign, repeatedly overspoke their 
scheduled periods. Not only was 
this - expensive, but it frequently 
taxed the patience of a large part 
of the audience. 

Radio “cleared all wires” for po- 
litical speeches, regardless of the) 
fact that favorite programs of mil- 
lions of listeners had to be shunted 
aside. There is no question that, as 
William Hard has pointed out, a 
large part of the radlo audiences 
grows resentful when politics con- 
sumes too much of an evening. 
When Ed Wynn, the March of Time 
and other programs are canceled 
for a political speech, even if it be 
by a presidential candidate, many 
listeners are resentful. 

Political speeches were booked 
on networks and local stations 
without regard to conflict with oth- 
er radio speeches on behalf of the 
same candidates at the same time. 
thus dividing the attention of the 
audience, 

All this could have been avoided 
by more careful planning and more 
expert knowledge of radio. Almost 
without exception, the fault was 
with party headquarters and the 
men assigned to handle the radio 
phases of the canmipaign. The ad- 
vice and co-operation of the broad- 
casters, experts in radio showman- 
ship, audience psychology and the 
relative values of radio hours. 
Was not sought. Radio time was 
ordered as casually as a housewife 
might order a staple she suddenly 
found she lacked from the neigh- 
borhood grocer. 

The lack of professionalism in 
staging the political broadcasts was 
mafked. One party tried inter- 
views and dramatic sketches that, 
except for a few bright spots, were 
noteworthy for amateurism, some- 
times bordering on  juvenility. 
Houfs were selected without re- 
gard to whether théy were favor- 
able for catching listeners’ atten- 
tion. Even the presidential candi- 
dates were not always presented 
to the radio audiences as ef- 
fectively as they might have been. 

President Hoover’s appearances 
were handled best. This was be- 
cause Mr. Hoover insists on having 
the same announcer accompany 
him. That announcer is Herluf 
Provensen of the NBC Washington 
staff. President Hoover never 
ascends a platform until a signal 
is given by Provensen, who times 
the entrance so that he (Proven- 
sen) can give the audience the 
descriptive story before he in- 
troduces the first speaker. Nor do 
the speeches start until Provensen 
gives the signal. 

Criticisms that Gov. Roosevelt's 
broadcasts were not handled in s0 
professional a manner were met by 
the broadcasters with the assur- 
ance that they would assign any 
announcer Roosevelt wanted, in- 
cluding Provensen, when available 
and if asked for. But no such aid 
was asked by the men handling the 
broadcasting of Roosevelt's 
80- | speeches. 

The most expensive of cost items 
in the national political campaign 
Was radio talk—and applause.’ 
Those resounding but protracted 
periods of demonstration for the 
presidential candidates and their 
spokesmen, however, they may 
have leavened political spirits, add- 
ed many thousands of dollars to

Lengthy applause meant that just 
that much more radio time had to 
be used, for the speakers 

ably had timed their addresses for 
the full periods reserved for them. 

If they spoke overtime—and 
President Hoover reguiarly over- 
spoke his allotted periods—nation- 
al headquarters “had to pay that 
much more for the hookups. : 

Nation-wide-hookups over a sin- 
gie radio network average in cost 
about $12,000 an hour for time 
alone, not counting the compensa- 
tion to talent on commercial pro- 
grams shunted aside. Thus every 
minute of time used by the an- 
nouncer describing the scene or 
the crowd cost about $200. 

Hookups for the presidential 
candidates, especially for President 
Hoover, jojned the two rival net- 
works to catch the ears of the 
whole national audience. Some of 
the special hookups cost $20,000 to 
$25,000 an hour when they includ- 
ed well over 100 stations. Then, too, 
toward the end of the campaign, 
the broadcasting companies began 
charging the national committees 
for the cost of previously engaged 
talent thag could not be used. The 
cost of radio hookups probably 
averaged more , nearly $300 per 
minute. 

Calculations indicate that the Ree 
publicans spent $500,000 for na- 
tional radio time and the Demé- 
crats nearly $300,000. This com- 
pares with about $500,000 that 
each party spent on radio in the 
1928 campaign. The exact figures 
will be made public when the re- 
quired reports are made shortly to 
the Senate campaign funds com- 
mittee. 

The political parties paid for ra- 

dio time just as commercial sponsors 
pay, except that they got the reg- 
ulation 15 per cent advertising 
agency discount without using the 
services of such agencies. 
. Even the Socialists bought radic 
time, though not nearly as much 
as the Republicans and Democrats, 
of course. 

That the Democrats spent less 
money than the Republicans for 
network radio time, is due to the 
fact that their radio planners were 
more circumspect in their choices 
of radio periods and outlets.Where- 
as practically all the Hoover 
speeches went on nation-wide hook. 
ups, many of the Roosevelt ad. 
dresses were broadcast only reg- 
ionally. Whereas the Republicans, 
either through their national head- 
quarters or through their Reéepub- 
lican Radio League, used as many 
as five or six radio periods a day 
in the last six or eight weeks of 
the campaign, the Democrats used 
much less time. 

The $800,000 total covers ex- 

penditures for national networks 
alone, and leaves out of account 
the sums spent independently by 
state, county and local committees 
and individual candidates for sec- 
tional hookups or local stations. It 
ig impossible to calculate the 
amounts thus spent, but it is more 
than likely that they aggregated 
fully $500,000 as practically all sta- 
tions charged all candidates full 
rates for radio time. 
How extensively radio was used 
in the 1932 campaign was de- 
scribed to the radio audience by 
Senator Dill, co-author of the 
radio laws, in a non - partisan 
speech from-his home in Sp0o- 
kane. The several parties— Re- 
publican, Democrats and S0c- 
iliste—were on the NBC networks 
a total of 74% hours and on CBS 
for 30 hours, all of which were 
bought. Senator Dill reckoned the 
cost of this time at about $1,260,- 
000, which is somewhat too high. 

Senator Dill also pointed out that 
the radio chains, up to the eve of 
election, had carried more than 126 
hours of sustaining or non-paid- 
for-political periods, such as the 
hominating conventions and the ac- 
cepting speeches. He reckoned the 
value of these at $2,000,000, an ex-

Three Main Problems. 

This will be Simon's first ap-

Three important problems stand 
out. First is the question of fran- - 
chise and representation—direct or 
indirect. The experts of the last 
conference suggested that the vote 
be given to 10 per cent of the pop- 
ulation. The Nationalists insist on 
cOmplete franchise for adults of 
both sexes. 

The second problem is how much 
control the British shall relinquish 
in the central government of In- 
dia. Hindus fear they may get 
tontrol of only the provincial gov- 
ernments, leaving Britain supreme 
at the center. 

The third problem concerns 
financial safeguards. The British 
demands are designed to assure 
payment of India’s external debt-—

ICHIGAN and Notre Dame 
each has won 79 games and 
lost 11, since 1923. But these 
performances, while standouts 
today, hardly compare with the 
records of 40 years ago, when 
three teams dominated the foot- 
ball affairs of the nation—vYale, 
Harvard and Princeton, the 
gréatest of all being Yale. 

These three elevens for years 
were in a class Aalone*and for 
some time all-America teams 
were made up entirely of players 
from these three universities. 

But the glory that was Yale 
is just tinsel today and the “Big 
Three” of other years are almost 
secondary elevens in these times 
of high-powered machines. 

From 1914 to 1931, according 
to «he demon statistician, Mal- 
colm McLean, only seven Yale 
players have been unanimous all- 
America first team choices.

The Missouri hunting ana fishing 
seasons are now just about as wide 
open as the present game law can 
make them. At this timeit is legal 
to take any form of fish except 
trout, which are now entering the 
spawning season. Hunters have the 
choice of quail, woodcock, water 
fowl of- many varieties, squirrel, 
rabbit, doves and, after Nov. 165, 
fur-bearing animals. 

The only closed seasons are on 
deer, which legally afford only 
three days of shooting: pheasants, 
which can’t be hunted at all, and 
turkey, the season for which will 
open Dec. 1 and last one month.

70,000 Michigan Deer Hunters. 


Missouri’s modest quota of deer 
hunters, numbering fewer than 
2000, according to the total State 
licenses issued, seems insignificant 
beside the army of 70,000 licensed 
in Michigan who will go forth with 
high-power rifles to try for a buck, 
beginning Nov. 15. The season in 
Michigan lasts through Nov. 30, 
and the woods are literally full of 
deer up there, reports state. 

However, there is also the fol- 
low-up statement that most of the 


deer have no horns, which places 
them in the protected class. 

The 70,000 hunters will be still 
further restricted in their efforts 
by the fact that only 27 counties 
out of the 83 are open. Imagine 
what would happen if all 70,000 
should decide to start their hunt- 
ing expeditions at about the same 
time! It is expecting too much to 
hope-that such a host, almost equal 
to three and one-half present-day 
army divisions, could take the 
field with high-power rifles, shoot- 
ing a steel-jacketed bullet one 
mile, could go through the season 
without numerous casualties to the 
hunters themselves. 

Of course only a fraction of the 
70,000 would be afield at the same 
time; still in the past, fatalities and 
serious wounds have been all too 
numerous.

Farmers Organizing. 


In several states farmers.are or- 
ganizing to oppose indiscriminate 
hunting. In some counties game 
protective associations have been 
formed, the members. putting up a 
fee of 25 cents, the fund thus 
raised, being used to post “no tres- 
passing” signs on their lands. Each 
member receives a pérmit card for 
every 20 acres of land he owns. 
When he wishes to allow some one 
to hunt on his land he signs one 
of these cards and gives it to the 
hunter. The hunting: privilege is 
good for only one day.

Rather poetic subjects for contemplation 
under such circumstances. But Frau 
Schroter wasn't being poetic. She was 
wondering what would happen if those 
clouds should get her parachute wet and it 
should freeze in the low temperature that 
goes with high altitude. A frozen para- 
chute, she explains, is as brittle as glass. 
With the clouds and the low temperature 
areas safely passed, she began worrying 
about the sea, for she found herself travel- 
ing without brakes in the directiom of a 
huge expanse of water. The subject took 
her undivided attention for several minutes

and she was glad enough to get it off her 
mind when she finally landed in a turnip 
field no more than 500 yards from the 
shore of Lake Selent. Her landing, as it 
turned out, was quite successful and she 
was none the worse for her experience ex- 
cept a chart from one of her instruments 
showed her heart had stopped beating for 
a moment early in her plunge. She thinks 
this happened when her parachute opened. 
She says it gave her a terrific jolt. 

Frau Schroter's purpose in attempting a 
world record leap was not the “sensation-at- 
any-price’’ motive that has inspired so many 
dare-devil feats in aviation. It was rather 
to put a check on misleading and exagger- 
ated reports of more or less ordinary 
achievements. Jumping from a plane with 
a parachute was no new experience for her,

for she was a veteran at the business long 
before she even thought of trying to set a 
new world's record. She went about her 
attempt with little ballyhoo or ostentation. 
This was to be just another jump—her 
175th, in fact—and a somewhat bigger 
jump than any of her 174 others. 

Before attempting a leap from such a 


, height as four and a half miles, of course, 


it was necessary for her to make a series 
of trial jumps from lower altitudes. This 
she did, working gradually up to 1000 
meters as a taking-off place. Then she 
decided to skip on up the ladder to 6000 
or 7000 meters. Anything above 6000 
meters would do for a record.. The Ru- 
manian, Brascu, had a mark of 6000 meters 
and the next best record was held by a 
German, George Resch, who leaped suc’ 


cessfully trom a height of 5100 meters. 
She chose a Junkers machine with a 500- 
horsepower Hornet motor for the occasion 
and was accompanied on the flight by Herr 
Willi Ruge, celebrated German flyer. 
After a wait of several days during a 
spell of thick weather, the ascent was made 
on the morning of September 20 from the 
seaplane port of Holtenau, near here. The 
machine was equipped with a special oxygen 
tank and Frau Schroter carried another 
small tank strapped to her belt. A height 
recorder, a thermometer and an instrument 
to record her heart activity during the 
descent were other items of special equip- 
ment. She also applied a liberal coating 
of grease to her face to protect her from 
the intense cold to which she would be 
exposed while drifting down to earth. 
Ruge relates that he watched Frau 
Schroter carefully for any sign of nervous: 
ness during the ascent, but failed to dis 


cover even the slightest trace of it. Mer 
Bavarian placidity remained undisturbed as 
the ship soared higher and higher. 


T might have been a pleasure-outing so 

far as she was concerned. She simply sat 
there wide-eyed with curiosity like a child, 
and peeped out over the world as it dripped 
farther and farther away. With all her 
professional record in the air, as airplane 
and glider pilot, parachutist and stunt flyer, 
she had never ascended to such a height 
before. 

At 4000 meters, all hands on board 
took oxygen to accustom their bodies to 
it and avoid premature fatigue.

During the hour it re 
quired for the plane to climb to a height 
of 7300 meters they had.to adjust them- 
selves to a change of 44 degrees in tem- 
perature on the Celsius or Centigrade scale. 
The thermometer, which registered 19 de- 
gress at the start, dropped to 3% below 
zero, which is equivalent to about 31 de- 
grees below zero Fahrenheit.

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The Man Who Raised Title Selling

The Death of Count Boni de Castellane 


Brings Into Prominence for the Last Time 


the Man Who Created 


an International Scandal 
by His Lavish Spending 
of the Gould 
Millions. 


Count Boni de Castellane, 
as he looked in the ’Ninetie<.

PARIS. 
arquis Paul Ernest 
Boniface de Cas- 
tellane, who died 
here the other day, 
did many things 
well. He was vir- 
tually without a 
peer, except for a 
few valets, in the 
tying of a cravat. 
He could match draperies and bric- 
a-brac or design a tea gown with un- 
erring taste. As a cotillion lead- 
er he was superb. He could kiss 
a lady’s hand with a melodramatic 
grace that was utterly devastating. 
But despite the importance of these 
accomplishmeuts, it was another 
which made him one of the best known 
men in the western world in his day: 
he set a new financial standard for 
‘international marriages. Count Boni, 
as he was then, raised the business of 
exchanging a title for an American 
heiress’ support to the realm of high 
finance. 

It was in the nineties and the early 
part of the present century that Count 
Boni de Castellane cut his notable fig- 
ure, furnishing a dash of flamboyant 
color to the Mauve Decade and an in- 
ternational spectacle to the Roose- 
veltian era. As a foppish little for- 
eigner with effete mannerisms and a 
serious concern with frivolity, he gave 
sturdy Americans something to laugh 
at. As the husband of Anna Gould, 
who squandered her American money 
so freely that he came to be called 
“the Prince of Spendthrifts,’’ he gave 
his wife’s compatriots something to 
swear at with patriotic fervor. Ac- 
counts of his festive excesses, social 
triumphs and eventually divorce and 
annulment suits enlivened gossip and 
reading matter of* millions of Eu- 
ropeans and Americans. , tale Boni 
was as much a public figure in his 
time as Al Capone or Al Smith is to- 
day. 

But Boni’s day passed long ago. His 
social dictatorship ended after divorce 
separated him from Anna Gould’s mil- 
lions. Then his health failed. For a 
number of years before his death he 
had lived in virtual retirement from 
the world in which he once attracted 
so much attention. To most of the 
post-war generation his name meant 
nothing. It was his fate to become 
a memory while still in the land of 
the liying. 

The voyage to America which 
launched Count Boni on his front- 
page career was made in the summer 
of 1894. He said he was going to the 
United States to hunt ‘“‘big game.’’ He 
may have meant that to be taken lit- 
erally, but there is a good deal of 
reason to think it had a figurative sig- 
nificance,.for him. It is true he took 
a trip to the Rocky Mountains, but he 
soon hastened back to the East, where 
heiresses were more numerous. 

The Count was entertained by peo- 
ple,of wealth and position in the Unit- 
ed States. Impecunious he might be, 
but he was a European aristocrat with 
a title which was authentic, even 
though it had no official significance 
in republican France. His family was 
one of the oldest in his country. His 
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great-grandfather had been one of 
Napoleon’s Marshals, and his father, 
the Marquis de Castellane, was a 
nephew of Talleyrand. ‘‘Honor above 
Honor” was the family motto. 

Boni himself was scarcely an im- 
pressive figure. He was a little. fel- 
low, with soft, fair hair, worn pom- 
padour, a slender mustache, pink and 
white skin and regular features. He 
was languid in manner and a dandy in 
dreas; he felt it was a solemn duty of 
men to clothe themselves, not merely 
decently or comfortabiy or suitably, 
but beautifully. It was reported— 
after marriage gave him access to 
great wealth—-that he had 10,000 
pairs of trousers. At Newport, that 
summer of 1894, he caused a sensa- 
tion by wearing silk socks of fancy de- 
sign and vivid colors. He was sus- 
pected of wearing corsets and using 
rouge. Some of the people at New- 
port who were not much awed by ti- 
tles spoke of him as “Count Powder 
Puff.’’ 

But while some people laughed cov- 
ertly at the French exquisite, many 
others found him charming. He rode 
to hounds with exclusive Eastern 
clubs. He was attentive to several 
heiresses. 


Boni had met Anna Gould, daugh- 

ter of the late Jay Gould, who 
had amassed a mighty fortune from 
railroads. After her return to Amer- 
ica the Count renewed the ac- 
quaintance, and soon became an 
ardent suitor of the young heir- 
ess. He went with her and her 
brother, George Gould, and the latter’s 
wife to Montreal, and there became 
engaged to Anna. A month later, on 
March 4, 1895, they were married in 
George Gould’s home on Fifth avenue, 
a Catholic Archbishop performing’ the 
ceremony, although the bride did not 
renounce her Protestantism. 

The wedding was, of course, a social 
event of the first magnitude. To its 
brilliance the bridegroom contributed 
somewhat more than bridegrooms usu- 
ally do, for he had designed the 
dresses which the bridesmaids and 
Mrs. Gould wore. 

A-few days after the ceremony the 
Count and the new Countess sailed for 
France. It was a triumphant return 
for Count Boni. Penniless when he 
reached America, he had allied him- 
self with one of the greatest fortunes 
in the United States. It was said that 
the bride’s dowry was $3,000,000, and 
that there would also be available for 
the maintenance of the couple her in- 
come of $600,000 a year. 

It wasn't long before Count Boni 
was making impressive inroads on 
their wealth. He bought a plot of 
ground on the Avenue du Bois de Bo- 
logne as a site for a town residence, 
paying close to three-quarters of a 
million dollars for it. On the site he 
erected a marble palace, modeled after 
the Petit Trianon of Louis XIV at Ver- 
sailles. .The cost of the mansion was 
estimated at $3,000,000. It was fur- 
nished with magnificent disregard of 
expense. The Countess slept on a bed 
that had belonged to Marie Antoinette, 
while ‘the Count’s bed was one Na-

poleon had used on the night of his 
coronation. 

Another bit of: furniture was a 
wardrobe, painted by Watteau, which 
was reported to have cost $280,000, 
and another was a 
$30,000 clock. 

Then there was 
the Castellanes’ 
country place, a 
simple retreat 
valued at $300,- 
000, to which the 
Count added a 
memorial chapel 
at an expenditure 
placed at $200,- 
000. For the 
yacht Walhalla,

And a grand 
costume ball, reviving the splendors 
of the court of Louis XVI, took an- 
other $200,000, while a garden party 
at the chateau cost a mere $100,000, 
according to a list of expenditures 
published a few years later. a 
The Count went in for politics, too, 
and his election to the Chamber of 
Deputies was said to have cost $300,- 
000. There was some unpleasantness 
about that; Boni was accused of buy- 
ing his election, and was denied the 
office. He was elected again, how- 
ever. 


Race horses and investments of a 


wildcat nature also were drains on the 
Castellane-Gould exchequer. The 
Count maintained a racing stable and 
bet freely, sometimes dropping $25,- 
090 in a day at the races. 

It can be imagined that this extrav- 
agance on the part of a Frenchman 
with money produced by American en- 
terprise—nmiuch of the Countess’ in- 
come came from investments in Mis- 
eouri Pacific and Wabash railroad se- 
curities—did not sit well with the 
American public. 

Boni was frequently the subject 
of cartoon and denunciatory articlee 
in the American press. And the 
Count so resented this attitude that 
he forbade the Countess to invite Amer- 
icans to any of her parties. Of course, 
the Countess did some spending, too; 
her bills for clothing and social activi- 
ties ran inte a good deal of money. But 
it was understood that the Count took 


They were reported to have advanced 
$1,600,000 to clear up some of the 
debts and to have arranged for others 
to be paid out of Anna’s income. But 
in 1906, when the Countess was suing 
for divorce, there was also in progress 
a suit by six creditors to collect 
$5,490,000 from the Castellanes. And 
years later, in a suit for an accounting 
of Jay Gould’s $82,000,000 estate, it 
was testified that when Anna was the 
Countess de Castellane her debts to- 
taled $5,500,000—debts ‘‘scattered all 
over Europe.”’ They were paid, it was 
said, with money taken from her share 
of the estate, and it took about 10 
years to settle the obligations. 


HE divorce suit created a sen- 
sation in Europe and Amer- 
ica. In it the Count Ags 
charged with extravagance, with in- 
fidelity and with cruelty — he 
was accused of pinching and slapping 
his wife. A number of co-respondents 
were named—but merely as ‘Mme. 
A,” “Mme. B,” etc. It was represent- 
ed that the Countess had long before 
discovered’ that Boni maintained a 
“bachelor” establishment and squan- 
dered money on women, but that she 
did not make a final issue of his phi- 
landering until she came to the con- 
clusion that he was unduly attentive 
to women in their own social set—wo- 
men whom she was expected to re- 
ceive in her home. In this connection 
the story was recalled that she had 
had a guest, a titled woman, put off 
their yacht at a Mediterranean port. 

Count Boni tried in vain to effect a 
reconciliation, after his wife had left 
him but before she had filed suit. He 
wrote plaintive letters to her, such as 
the following: 

“I swear I never loved but you. 
Come to me, take me back. Let us 
begin again; let me only kiss you 
again. Forgive me. Pardon! Par- 
don!” ly 

But Anna would not relent. Among 
the replies she sent to his entreaties 
were three postal cards. One said: 
““My reply is the refusal of a respect-

able woman to see such a libertine.” 
Another: “Sir—I must refuse to re- 
ceive you. Iam not quite as stupid as 
Madame X imagines.’” The third: 
“One does not receive ungrateful per- 
sons. Accept my profound contempt.’ 

The Countess’ lawyer said the last 
straw which broke her patience with 
Boni’s behavior was his “‘play-acting.” 
The Count, he related, tried to play 
upon his wife’s sympathy by making 
her think he was dying of cancer 
When she learned from his physician 
that her husband was not ill, she de- 
termined finally to go ahead with her 
plans for a divorce. 

Meinbers of the Count’s family also 
tried to persuade the Gould heiress to 
change her mind. It is more than like 
ly that she took a special satisfaction 
in refusing to be swayed by their 
pleas, recalling what her father-in-law, 
the old Marquis, was repotted: to have 
said of the “little bourgeoise’’: ‘‘She 
paid her money; she now bears a 
name distinguished in France; she has 
our position in society. What the devi! 
does she expect—io make a saint of 
our bad little Boni?’’ 

So the Countess insisted on divorce. 
And the Count demanded alimony. The 
divorce was granted by a Paris court 
in November, 1906.

The Count also tried re 
peatedly to have the Catholic Church 
declare his marriage invalid; as late as 
1925 Pope Pius XI refused to disturb 
the decision against him. 

In 1908 Mme. Gould, as Anna was 
known after her, divorce from Bon! 
married the Duke Helie de Talleyrand, 
Prince de Sagan. It had been rv- 
mored for some time that they would 
marry, and-before the wedding took 
place there was trouble between (he 
Duke and Count Boni. The men had 
two fights, both chiefly notable for the 
use of saliva. The first encounter oc 
curred outside a church where (the 
Duke and the Count had just attend- 
ed the funeral of a relative. The Coun! 
had been insulted in leaving (the 
church, he said; it seemed that the 
Duke had turned up his nose at ‘im 
or something like that. Anyway, Hon! 
accosted the other nobleman after the 
funeral and spit in his face. The 
Duke, considering the action as wel! 48 
the word horrid, swung his cane. The 
Count countered with his cane. There 
was a disagreement among witness?

the full blow fell upon her. The shock 
was too much for her delicate sensi- 
bilities. She was not ready for it. She 
had heard vaguely of such things, but 
had never dreamed that they could 
happen to her. The realization that 
they had happened to her left her 
crushed. When ghe was confronted 
with the truth about her husband’s 
behavior, Mrs. Smith relates, she 
cried: “Then life is over. My castle 
has fallen.”” She regarded her hus- 
band’s conduct as a disgrace which 
rested equally upon her and which 
she could never hope to live down. 
She drooped, and finally put an end 
to her misery with a revolver bullet. 

Six weeks after his wife’s death, 
Loud married Mrs. Wilma Mason-Bra- 
tek, the “other woman” in the case.

Loud's suicide, led Mrs. Smith to write 
a letter to the Post-Dispatch, narrat- 
ing previously unpublished details of 
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The residence of Archibald Loud, in Oakleigh Lane, 
where the first Mrs. Loud killed herself. 
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her daughter’s 
tragedy and 
setting forth 
t he motives 
that led to the erection of 
the statue. “Grief,”’ in Me- 
morial Park Cemetery. 

‘*Mildred did not stop the 
courses of life because he asked her 
for a divorce,’’ wrote Mrs. Smith, ‘but 
pressed on, trying to emerge from the 
shadows he had deliberately thrust 
upon her. His ‘Shadow Hill’ (the 
Louds’ home near the Country Club 
grounds) was well named by him. 
Mildred went because of her high 
ideals of life. She was so fine, so 
thoroughly devoted to the beautiful. 
The uprightness of li*°e and living 
stood uppermost with her, so that 
what he did was unthinkable. She 
was caught unawares. She trusted 
him implicitly. When a friend sug- 
gested that there might be a woman, 
she said: ‘Whatever else he has done, 
however ugly he has been to me, he 
is true.’ One can understand then 
why it was that when she was con- 
fronted with the facts, she cried: ‘He 
has «illed me. I cannot go on. My 
heart. It is here like a sword. Oh, 
it is terrible.’ 

“She struggled to meet the thing 
befure she knew of his perfidy and her 
one thought was to get him back. 
After she knew she remarked, ‘| ac- 
commodate them now, but not by di- 
vorce.’ She went her way silently, 
evidently with mind made up. Two 
days before her death she had her 
hair done and the day before she had 
little Lucy’s clipped and said, ‘Now, 
mother, it will last two weeks.’

letter continues, 
bowls and vases filled -with roses 
from her rose garden which she 
bad worked so hard to cultivate. 
It would have seemed that she was 
arranging for a social affair. As a 
great doctor who knew her in the 
South said, she went majestically. 
Twenty minutes before the fatal shot 
her father entered her boudoir, as we 
had done every 15 minutes since we 
had returned from town and she had 
asked to be alone, saying 
things to do.’ I looked in the door. Dr. 
Smith was shaken and almost sobbed, 
‘You won’t do anything, will you Dub- 
bie?’ (Dubbie was a babyhood name.) 
As he said this he took her in his 
arms and she said, ‘Oh, not for the 
world would I do anything.’ It was 
her only way to get off and we be- 
lieved her.

iad opened the French windows, but 
the bullet did not go out. It struck 
the small brass casing and fell back at 
her feet. She did not fall as she per- 
haps thought she would, but sat with 
dignity, with head up as always, a lit- .

hands dropped naturally on the arms 
pf the chair, the black silencer lying 
in her right half-opened hand.

her mother writes. She turned a deaf 
ear to friends who, knowing the facts, 
gently suggested that he might be in- 
terested in another woman. She clung 
to the belief that, even though 
estranged, he was still faithful to her. 
When he communicated with her 
through a lawyer, asking that she ob- 
tain a divorce, she wrote him, sending 
the letter to the lawyer to be forward- 
ed to him. The letter follows: 

“Dear Arch—I am asking Mr. 
Goodwin to send you this letter since I 
do not know your address. Please let 
me know where you are. Of course 
your absence under the circumstances 
distresses me greatly. You know that 
I married you for love, have always 
loved you and love you now. There 
is every reason for your sake, for my 
sake, and for the sake of our darling 
child why you should come home 
and talk over’ everything with me. 
Won't you please do this right away? 

“Anything else than our living to- 
gether for the enjoyment of our child 
and for her proper upbringing and 
station in life is wholly unthinkable.

And you can tell 
him I will be sitting up here six 
months from now waiting for him to 
return and tell me what is the matter 
and what he really wants.”

New York Infirmary Is Operated by Women

of $6.06 for the rest of the hospitals 
in the city. 

On the life-and-death side, the rec- 
ord is even more creditable. Accord- 
ing to the report of Mrs. Frank A. 
Vanderlip, president and chairman of 
the board of trustees, the infirmary 
averaged only 1.8 deaths per 1000 ma- 
ternity cases, compared to 6.04 for the 
city; it had only 25 still births per 
1000, compared to 48.2 for Greater 
New York; its infant death rate was 
only 34 per 1000, compared to the 56 
average for the other local institutions. 

Mrs. Vanderlip, in her annual re- 
port, says: “The enormous patience 
of the women doctors and the prenatal 
and postnatal care are largely respon- 
sible for this result.’’ 


HE infirmary fulfills more than 
its role as ministering agent to 
the women and children of the 
congested East Side. It affords one of 
the few places where a woman doctor 
can be trained in surgery. Most hos- 
pitals prefer men surgeons and physi- 
cians. A recent survey in New York 
showed that in 25 leading hospitals 
there were only 20 women staff mem- 
bers in a total of 1625. Of this 20 only 
a few held rank above that of associate 
or assistant. The infirmary, the first 
hospital to offer training to women 
medical graduates, is practically the 
only institution in New York where 
women can obtain thorough experience 
in the higher executive positions of 
hospital life. 

The first woman ever awarded a 
medical diploma, Dr. Elizabeth Black- 
well, long since dead, and her sister, 
Dr. Emily Blackwell, made this pos- 
sible. 

As much toil, agony and grubbing 
as goes into the ordinary M. D. sheep- 
skin, it is doubtful if anyone paid the 
price that Elizabeth Blackwell did. 
Aside’ from the effort and sacrifice 
necessary, it cost her, for a time, her 
social standing and brought ridicule 
and disrespect upon her head,

social and financial leaders 
by his attacks on capitalism 
and his admission that he is 
a Communist sympathizer. 
Many citadels of the rich 
these days are torn ‘by the 
communistic zeal of the 
juniors, and young Lamont insists he 
is not unique, that a number of sons 
and daughters of wealthy, conserva- 
tive families are thinking as he does. 
But young Lamont is easily the most 
prominent of these dissenters, not 
only because of the position his 
family occupies in the world of 
finance, but also because of the 
zeal wtih which he is attacking 
the very processes whereby his 
family became wealthy and dis- 
tinguished. 

In spite of the fact that 
young lLamont’s theories are 
greatly at variance with the 
elder Lamont’s practices as a 
financier and banker, there has 
been nothing approximating a 
breach between them. Each 
has a profound respect for the 
other’s integrity and the sin- 
cerity of the other’s opinions. 
And though Lamont senior still 
moves, a potent and active fig- 
ure, in realms of high finance, 
while Lamont junior addresses

last winter—a mass meeting at 
which the mention of the name 
of Morgan & Company is en- 
thusiastically booed, their 
friendly relations as father and 


son have in no way been affected. 

One suspects that the elder Lamont, 
a kindly and cultured gentleman, with 
a@ great deal of personal charm, has to 
stand for no little amount of raillery 
from his associates on the subject of 
his radical son. But the epilepsy of 
the stock markets during the last few 
years has probably caused even great 
financiers to suspect that there was 
room for improvement somewhere, and 
Lamont pere probably derives some 
amusement from the reflection that if 
his son’s ideas should finally prevail 
no one would lose more by it than the 
son himself. 

Most soap-box orators who compete 
with the traffic noises of Columbus 
Circle, urging a new distribution of 
wealth, can do so without any fear 
of personal loss. But if the new day 
which young Lamont calls for should 
turn out to be no farther away than 
tomorrow, he stands to lose no few 
millions by the changes he advocates, 
and it is this fact, obviously, that has 
made his desertion from the conserva- 
tive ranks so significant, and his wel- 
come by the radicals so pronounced. 

The word ‘radical,’ particularly in 
this country, has sinister connotations, 
and from the way Con- 
gressmen and Senators 
glare when they mouth 
it, one might suspect it 
to be a synonym for 
some kind of irresponsi- 
ble and bloodthirsty 
revolutionary. Because 
of that, it would proba- 
bly be better to describe 
Corliss Lamont simply 
as a liberal, for even 
though his ideas would 
fall far short of win- 
ning the approval of 
Mr. Hamilton Fish,

Although always interested in social 
and economic questions, his active ca- 
reer as a liberal didn’t begin until the 
notorious affair of the dischareed Har- 
vard scrubwomen, early in 1930.

lecting a fund for the women 

among Harvard graduates, at the 
same time delivering a seathing de- 
nunciation of the university’s parsi- 
moniousness, and at a public meeting 
in Boston sharply criticised the Massa- 
chusetts Minimum Law Commission. 

His experience in fighting for the 
mistreated scrubwomen was apparently 
the turning point in his career, for 
since then he has been constantly in 
the public eye as a forceful and earn- 
est opponent of a variety of social and 
economic abuses. 

When the College of the City of New 
York expelled a student for editing an 
unauthorized publication, Lamont was 

one of the group that 
asked for the student's 
reinstatement and criti- 
cised City College offi- 
cials for ‘having made 
opinions on questions of 
economics and_ politics 
the basis” of their action. 

He was one of the 
group of university econ- 
omists who made the pil- 
grimage to Washington in 
the spring of 1931 in a 
futile attempt to see 
President Hoover to urge 
him to take immediate

young Lamont neverthe- 
less falls equally short of measuring 
up to the usual careless definition of 
radical. 

He is a young man, recently turned 
30, and for the past few years has been 
an instructor in philosophy at Colum- 
bia University. He has just published 
a scholarly volume, dealing with the 
tenets of various religions and philoso- 
phies concerning a life after death. 
This winter he will not teach, but will 
devote himself to writing, largely on 
social and economic subjects. 

Like his father before him, Corliss 
Lamont attended exclusive Phillips An- 
dover and Harvard, from which he was 
graduated in 1924 with high honors 
and a Phi Beta Kappa key. And it was 
while studying at Harvard that he be- 
gan to give indications of being some- 
thing more than a run-of-the-mine stu- 
dent of wealth. He became editor of 
The Crimson and was outspoken in his 
opposition to commercialized inter-col- 
legiate sports. In another article, he 
declared that ‘‘Harvard is a hot-bed of 
snobbery and js run by a clique of pri- 
vate schools”’ and their graduates, who 
emphasize social position at the cost of 
education, declaring that too many 
wealthy boys came to Harvard to dis- 
tinguish themselves, not to improve 
themselves. 

With Charlton MacVeagh, son of a 
United States Steel Company official, 
he organized the Harvard Debating 
Union, in an effort to promote interest 
in public questions, and he was one of 
the leaders of the group that fought 
the university authorities when they

| action to meet the unem- 
ployment crisis. And not long there- 
after he spoke over the radio for the 
National Student Federation of Amer- 
ica, urging the formation of a third 
party as a spearhead for a drive upon 
“the evils of the present economic-po- 
litical system of the United States.”’ 

The vigorous manner in which he 
expressed himself made it plain that 
here was no rich young. man playing 
with liberal ideas for amusement, no 
intellectual parlor pink. And if his 
more conservative social registerite 
friends had been inclined to consider 
his interest in these questions a super- 
ficial one, shortly to be forgotten, his 
words must have come as a rude dis- 
jllusionment. 


oT HIS system, whatever its good 


points,”’ he declared, ‘‘per- 

mits and encourages the ex- 
ploitation of the many by the few in 
the name of a cruel and  un- 
intelligent god called rugged indi- 
vidualism, worshiped fanatically by 
Republicans and Democrats alike. 
This system concentrates two-thirds of 
the wealth of the country and one- 
third of the income in the hands of ap- 
proximately 10 per cent of the people, 
and provides for the other 90 per cent 
chiefly on the marvelous theory that 
enough will somehow trickle down 
from the top. Worst of all, perhaps, 
in a crisis like the present, the master 
minds who control this system allow 
little or nothing to be done‘ to bring 
security to the masses.” 

‘“‘When we ask the master minds,” 
he continued, ‘“‘why today more than 
6,000,000 American children are suf- 
fering from malnutrition, and why 
more than 6,000,000 unemployed 
adults walk the streets with lean and 
hungry looks, the answer is that the 
reason for there not being enough to 
eat is that there is too much to eat!.. 
I submiit that such a system is a ver- 
itable wonder of wonders!”’ 

Last February he joined Tom Moon- 
ey’s mother at the mass meeting held 
in the Bronx Coliseum to observe the 
fifteenth anniversary of the imposition 
of the death sentence on Mooney, later 
comtnuted to life imprisonment, and at 
the same time took part in the de- 
mand made for the freedom of the 
nine Negro boys in the Scottsboro case, 
and for freedom of the Kentucky mine 
strikers. Lamont was one of the fea- 
tured speakers of the evening, and he 
minced no words in attacking what he 
bluntly called ‘‘the brutal and unintel- 
ligent system known as capitalism.’ 

He called on the audience to demand 
the unconditional release of Mooney 
and to defend “all other Tom Moon- 
eys, present and future,”’ and to “‘link 
up the first two with the fundamental 
task of achieving a Socialist society 
and of burying capitalism in the deep, 
deep grave where it belongs!"’ It was 
at this meeting that the mention of the 
names of President Hoover, Mayor 
Walker and J. P. Morgan was greeted 
with prolonged and enthusiastic boos. 

The-anomaly of young Lamont’s po- 
sition is emphasized by the fact that 
his own father’s career is an excellent 
example of the opportunity the present 
system offers for self-improvement.

CORING a brilliant triumph in 
the leading roles of the Group 
Theater’s production of John 
Howard Lawson’s “Success 
Story,’’ Luther Adler and his sis- 
ter, Stella, are again focusing at- 
tention on what is probably the 
world’s most unusual acting fam- 
ily, 15 of whom are actively as- 

sociated with the stage. : 
For years this family, until recently headed by the 
famous Jacob Adler, who died in 1926, made his- 
tory in the Yiddish theaters of the world. Now 


the two youngest children of Jacob Ad- 
ler have turned their talents into the 
channels of the English speaking 
stage, and have won their first out- 
standing success there. Judging by 
the enthusiastic praise accorded them 
by critics and public, they are adding 
new glories to the great tradition 
established by their father. 

A few years ago, when a famous 
Russian director visited this country 
and was asked to tell what had im- 
pressed him most in New York, he re- 
plied without hesitation, ‘““‘The subway 
and the Adlers.’”” If he were to be 
asked the same question today, he 
might easily give the same answer. 
For New York has a new subway and 
two new Adlers storming the heights 
of dramatic fame.

“The Barrymores of the East Side’’ 
was the complimentary phrase by, 
which they were described for years, 
although recent years have seen an in- 
creasing number of the clan appearing 
in Broadway productions on the West 
Side, too. For it wasn’t alone the 


quantity of Adlers that impressed the. 


visitor from Russia, but aiso the versa- 
tile gifts of this dynasty of the foot- 
lights. They are all fluently at home 
in at least three languages—English, 
Yiddish and German—and have, to- 
gether or as individuals, given per- 
formances of classic plays in each of 
these tongues. Assisted by various 
members of the family, Jacob Adler 
often turned from a performance of

Among other defenses of his lav- 
ish expenditures, he said: ‘My 
wife retained full control of her 
fortune. I insisted upon that, and 
I mention it now in order to deny 
all the malicious assertions 
against me.

And of his mo- 
tives in marrying the heiress: ‘“‘In 
justice to myself, I can honestly 
affirm that Miss Gould’s fortune 
played a secondary part in her at- 
traction for me.

HE spirit of ostracism ex- 
tended even to physicians.

“The Barrymores of the East Side’’ 
was the complimentary phrase by. 
which they were described for years, 
although recent years have seen an in- 
creasing number of the clan appearing 
in Broadway productions on the West 
Side, too. For it wasn’t alone the 
quantity of Adlers that impressed the. 
visitor from Russia, but also the versa- 
tile gifts of this dynasty of the foot- 
lights. They are all fluently at home 
in at least three languages—English, 
Yiddish and German—and have, to- 
gether or as individuals, given per- 
formances of classic plays in each of 
these tongues. Assisted by various 
members of the family, Jacob Adler 
often turned from a performance of 
some popular Yiddish drama, such as 
“The Wild Man,’ to an English pre- 
sentation of the ““Merchant of Venice,”’ 
in which his Shylock provoked unstint- 
ed praise, and he’d again appear a 
short time later in one of Schiller’s 
German classics. 

And it was just two years ago that 
George Jessel, dropping his role of 
actor temporarily to be producer, pre- 
sented a play in which the entire cast 
was composed of members of the Ad- 
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ler fam- 
ily. If you 
had gone into the 
New York Theater to 
see a performance of 
“Millions,” your program 
would have given you a good rea- 
son for listing this unusual family 
among the wonders of New York. In- 
deed, you might have thought that the 
title referred to the number of Adlers 
in. the cast rather than to the drama 
they were acting. For it read as fol- 
lows:

The only name that at first glance 
seems to be out of place is that of 
Joseph Shoengold, but as it turns out 
he, too, is an Adler by marriage, be- 
ing the husband of Frances. 

Before the death of the great Jacob 
the activities of the family centered in 
New York, and usually at.the theater 
on Second avenue, where almost al- 
ways at least two or three members 
of the family were to be found behind 
the footlights nightly.

At the time 
Joseph Shoengold and Frances Adler 
were conducting their own Yiddish 
repertoire theater in Buenos Aires. 
Luther was playing in Johannesburg, 
South Africa. Charles was in London, 
Celia in Philadelphia and Pearl in Bos- 
ton. But they all came together at 
the New Yorker, and there demon- 
strated their remarkable talents by 
presenting the play not only in Yid- 
dish, but in German and English as 
well. : 


T WAS in 1886, fresh from tri- 
[ omone in London, that. the Rus- 


sian-born Jacob Adler came to, 
New York, and immediately estab- 


lished himself as a great Jewish 
tragedian. He played the theaters 
of the Bowery when that. thor- 
oughfare was in its hey-day, and 
later established himself in his own 
theater, every once in a’ while touring 
Europe and South America. The Ad- 
lers listed in the above cast are his 
children, though not all by the same 
mother, for Madam Sarah Adler was 
bis fourth wife. 

Although it is a rare occasion in 
the theater that sees a brother and 
sister playing the leading roles in a 
major production, people who are fa- 
miliar with the Adler traditioh and 
know the background of Luther and 
Stella are not at all surprised that 
they carried off their unusual assign- 
ment in “Success Story” with a flour- 
ish. Luther is only 29 and Stella is 
younger, but it would be difficult to 
find two actors of their age who have 
had @ more rigorous, varied and: thor- 
ough training than these two youngest

Thomas Lamont was de- 
scended from an old American 
family which included a large 
number of ministers and politica) 
executives. There was, however, 
little money in the family, and 
he was able to go through Har- 
vard only because of winning 
scholarships and working his own 
way. As an undergraduate he 
earned money by tutoring fellow 
students and by acting as a cor- 
respondent for Boston and New 
York newspapers. 
FTER graduation he worked 
A« a reporter for several 
years on the New York Trib- 
une. He married and went into 
business, becoming interested in 
an importing and exporting firm, 
which he reorganized into a 
strong and profitable business. He 
was so successful in this that he 
was later invited to become an of- 
ficer of the Bankers’ Trust Com- 
pany, and his skill as an organizer 
became such that bankers said of 
him, “If you have a sick corpora- 
tion, send for Lamont. He’ll make 
it well.”” In 1911 he was made a 
member of the firm of J. P. Mor- 
gan & Company, and since then 
has become one of the world’s 
outstanding financters. Obviously, 
in the case of the Lamonts, the old 
adage, “Like father, like son,’’ is 
hardly applicable, except that each 
has shown character and ability.

HE spirit of ostracism ex- 
tended even to physicians.
